Vote Against 
Foreign Aid

WASHINGTON — Sen. Stuart 
Symington has told the Senate 
that he will vote against the 
foreign aid bill, although he 
has supported the bills In the 
past. 
The Missouri Senator said he 
had made the decision because 
of the “ unfavorable balance of 
payments,” which is draining 
off American gold. 
He told the Senate that this 
drain is second only to the prob­ 
lem of nuclear war. It is nec­ 
essary to have funds with which 
to c a rr on foreign trade, he 
told the Senate. But added that 
In the past the funds for the 
trade have come exclusively 
from U. S. dollars. He said he 
does not believe it should con­ 
tinue to come from these dol­ 
lars. 
He told the Senate that America 
now has only about $6 billion 
In free gold dollars, or gold 
above that which goes to guar­ 
antee paper money. He said 
this $6 billion has to answer 
to possible call of more than 
$28 billion in obligations held 
by foreign banks. 
If these should demand their 
payment at once it would take 
$28 billion to fulfill the obliga­ 
tions. 
This means that the 
United States would have to 
default in its obligations, which 
could plunge the country and 
much of the world into a serious 
panic.

newspapers. 
Disclosure of any name might put the individual 
on a mailing list. 
Long standing postal regulations forbid giving 
out lists of postal employes and th%yr pay 
despite the fact that they are paid by the public, 
who is entitled to know what it is buying and 
the cost. This policy of secrecy is still being 
maintained. 
Moss complained of the earlier Gronouski 
refusal to disclose ,the names of the summer 
workers with this telling-logic: 
“ I don’t think the employes’ right to privacy 
is anywhere near as great as the public’s 
right to know the public’s business.” 
The reason that the nation’s temperature rose 
on the policy of secrecy applied to summer 
workers was due reports that the Post Office 
Department did not follow the recommended 
youth opportunity campaign practice of hiring 
summer workers on a basis of need. 
In many cases relatives of political figures 
were employed—in one the son of a congressman. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson directed federal 
agencies to make available 25,000 summer 
jobs to needy youths to enable them to make 
money to return to college in the fall. 
The post office department hired 8,577. 
Before asking the employment service in the 
states to supply names of worthy students, 
Gronouski contacted Congressmen and made a 
political grab bag out of the program. 
A total of 3,380 jobs were filled as a result 
of the recommendations from congressmen. 
Before relenting and permitting the names of 
summer workers to be disclosed, Gronouski, 
refused, saying it might “embarass some of 
these innocent individuals by implying that they 
were guilty of an offense.” 
Nonsense. It was the department that was on 
the pan not the youths. 
Gronouski should be more at home in the more 
dictatorial governmental atmosphere of Poland, 
where happily he soon is going to be this 
country’s ambassador.

With President Lyndon Johnson being as busy 
as he is almost nobody noticed the 100th anni­ 
versary of Alice’s Adventures in Wonderland. 
“ What is the use of a book,” thought Alice, 
“without pictures or conversations?” 
A tale told to three little girls more than 100 
years ago continues to make publishing history. 
A publishing subsidiary of the Xerox corporation 
is reprinting by photo offset “Alice’s Adven­ 
tures under Ground” using Lewis Carroll’s 
original and hand-printed script to mark the 
centennial of the publication of “Alice in Won­ 
derland” in 1865. 
Making a book from the facsimile of the author’s 
handwritten work is hailed as a new publishing 
concept. - 
Charles Lutwidge Dodgson, lecturing in mathe­ 
matics at Christ Church College, Oxford, found 
great delight in the company of the three 
little daughters of Dean Liddell, the head of 
the College. One of these was named Alice. 
On a day in early July in 1862, Dodgson rowed 
up the Thames with the three little girls. They 
had tea in a hay field and afterwards the 
girls insisted that he tell them a story. It 
was quite a tale, so entrancing that it was half 
past eight of the long summer evening before 
they got home to Christ Church. 
There, on later days, the tale was written. 
Three years after the picnic of that golden 
afternoon the story was published as Alice’s 
Adventures in Wonderland. From the beginning 
it was a popular book. 
Dodgson, using the pen name Lewis Carroll, 
published “ Through the Looking G lass” and 
“What Alice Found There” seven years later. 
Together the books are known popularly as 
“Alice in Wonderland.” 
The mingling of absurdity and logic, of the 
familiar and the fantastic has made Alice a con­ 
tinuing delight to adults as well as the children. 
Fortunately the manuscript of “Alice’s Adven­ 
tures under Ground” survives. It was bought by 
an American from Alice Liddell for $50,000. 
This, the first form in which Dodgson set down 
the Alice story, was given in 1946 to the British 
Museum by a group of U.S. donors formed by 
Luther H. Evans, former Librarian of Congress. 
As a mathematician should, Dodgson wrote with 
a remarkably precise hand. His drawings strike 
one as less imaginative than his prose, and 
traditionalists may miss the illustrations of 
Sir John Tenniel that have been associated 
with Alice since that first printing 100 years 
ago. 
How unfortunate that the lOOtn anniversary 
of Alice should fall on this, a year of the 
Great Society, whose miracles wrought by Presi­ 
dent Johnson make the imaginative creations 
of Dodgson fade into insignificance and seem 
by comparison to be only a pale, puny, un­ 
worthy and trifling effort. 
There is nothing ko prosaic now as a magic 
mirror what with the bottomless federal treasury 
and all of the wonders it produces. 
But there is no want of femininity or of 
adventure. 
While thoughts of Alice and her three sisters 
have all but vanished, there are the exploits 
of Lady Bird, Lynda Bird and Luci Baines to 
stir the imagination of the people.

The strike against homework 
will last two weeks. 
Said Terence Casey, 45, secre­ 
tary of the association: 
“ This is a protest against a 
suggestion by our employers 
that teaching is practically a 
part-time occupation. 
“All our outside activities will 
cease at 4 o'clock, and work not 
completed during the day will 
be left undone.'* 
TOe association 
represents 
about one in every seven of the 
country's teachers. The mem­ 
bers are angry over a recent 
award which increased their 
pay by an average of $5.60 to 
$8.40 a week, 
ki making the award, there 


was a suggestion that the teach­ 
ing profession allows a teacher 
to earn money in his or her 
spare time. 
The association wants the 
government to set upa commis­ 
sion to examine what the teach­ 
ers claim are many deficiencies 
in 
the country’s educational 
structure. 
The National Union of Teach­ 
ers — the biggest teachers'un­ 
ion — said a commission had 
already examined the educa­ 
tional structure. It intimated it 
would not go along with the no­ 
home work ban.

WASHINGTON — The Army's 
Walter Reed Hospital, where

Apart from the fact that widespread use of 
such mailing lists might help reduce the postal 
deficit, this argument, if carried to its illogical 


conclusion, could bar the use of any names in 
newspapers. 
D isclosure of any name might put the individual 
on a m ailing list. 
Long standing postal regulations forbid giving 
out lists of postal employes and th^yr pay 
despite the fact that they are paid by the public, 
who is entitled to know what it is buying and 
the cost. This policy of secrecy is still being 
maintained. 
Moss 
complained of the earlier Gronouski 
refusal to disclose the names of the summer 
workers with this telling logic: 
“ I don’t think the em ployes’ right to privacy 
is anywhere near as great as the public’s 
right to know the public’s business.” 
The reason that the nation’s temperature rose 
on the policy of secrecy applied to summer 
workers was due reports that the Post Office 
Department did not follow the recommended 
youth opportunity campaign practice of hiring 
summer workers on a basis of need. 
In many cases relatives of political figures 
were em ployed--in one the son of a congressman. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson directed federal 
agencies to make available 25,000 summer 
jobs to needy youths to enable them to make 
money to return to college in the fall. 
The post office department hired 8,577. 
Before asking the employment service in the 
states to 
supply names of worthy students, 
Gronouski contacted Congressmen and made a 
political grab bag out of the program. 
A total of 3,380 jobs were filled as a result 
of the 
recommendations from congressm en. 
Before relenting and permitting the names of 
summer workers to be disclosed, Gronouski, 
refused, saying it might “ embarass some of 
these innocent individuals by implying that they 
were guilty of an offense.” 
Nonsense. It was the department that was on 
the pan not the youths. 
Gronouski should be more at home in the more 
dictatorial governmental atmosphere of Poland, 
where happily he soon is going to be this 
country’s ambassador.

Lyndon Johnson being as busy 
nobody noticed the 100th anni- 
of A lice’s Adventures in Wonderland. 
is the use of a book,” thought A lice, 
“without pictures or conversations?” 
A tale told to three little girls more than IOO 
years ago continues to make publishing history. 
A publishing subsidiary of the Xerox corporation 
is reprinting by photo offset “ A lice’s Adven­ 
tures under Ground” using Lewis C arroll’s 
original and hand-printed script to mark the 
centennial of the publication of “ Alice in Won­ 
derland” in 1865. 
Making a book from the facsim ile of the author’s 
handwritten work is hailed as a new publishing 
concept. 
Charles Lutwidge Dodgson, lecturing in mathe­ 
matics at Christ Church College, Oxford, found 
great delight in the company of the three 
little daughters of Dean Liddell, the head of 
the C ollege. One of these was named A lice. 
On a day in early July in 1862, Dodgson rowed 
up the Thames with the three little girls. They 
had tea 
in a hay field and afterwards the 
girls insisted that he tell them a story. It 
was quite a tale, so entrancing that it was half 
past eight of the long summer evening before 
they got home to Christ Church. 
There, on later days, the tale was written. 
Three years after the picnic of that golden 
afternoon the story was published as A lice’s 
Adventures in Wonderland. From the beginning 
it was a popular book. 
Dodgson, using the pen name Lewis Carroll, 
published 
“ Through the Looking G lass” and 
“ What A lice Found There” seven years later. 
Together the books are known popularly as 
“ Alice in Wonderland.” 
The mingling of absurdity and logic, of the 
familiar and the fantastic has made Alice a con­ 
tinuing delight to adults as well as the children. 
Fortunately the manuscript of “ A lice’s Adven­ 
tures under Ground” survives. It was bought by 
an American from Alice Liddell for $50,000. 
This, the first form in which Dodgson set down 
the Alice story, was given in 1946 to the British 
Museum by a group of U.S. donors formed by 
Luther H. Evans, former Librarian of Congress. 
As a mathematician should, Dodgson wrote with 
a remarkably precise hand. His drawings strike 
one as le ss imaginative than his prose, and 
traditionalists 
may m iss the illustrations of 
Sir John 
Tenniel that have been associated 
with Alice since that first printing IOO years 
ago. 
How unfortunate that the lOOtn anniversary 
of Alice 
should fall on this, a year of the 
Great Society, whose m iracles wrought by P r e s i ­ 
dent Johnson make the imaginative creations 
of Dodgson fade into insignificance and seem 
by comparison to be only a pale, puny, un­ 
worthy and trifling effort. 
There is nothing no prosaic now as a magic 
mirror what with the bottomless federal treasury 
and all of the wonders it produces. 
But there 
is no want of femininity or of 
adventure. 
While thoughts of Alice and her three sisters 
have all but vanished, there are the exploits 
of Lady Bird, Lynda Bird and Luci Baines to 
stir the imagination of the people.

LONDON (AP) — More than 
40,000 British teachers have de­ 
cided to ban homework-home 
work for themselves, not their 
pupils. 
Beginning Oct. 4, members of 
the 
National 
Association of 
Schoolmasters 
will 
confine 
their work to classroom hours, 
9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
They will correct no math 
papers in evening hours. 
They will take no composi­ 
tions home with them at night. 
They will coach no athletic 
teams at 4 p m. 
The strike against homework 
will last two weeks. 
Said Terence Casey, 45, secre­ 
tary of the association: 
“ This is a protest against a 
suggestion by our employers 
that teaching is practically a 
part-time occupation. 
“All our outside activities will 
cease at 4 o’clock, andworknot 
completed during the day will 
be left undone.** 
The association 
represents 
about one in every seven of the 
country's teachers. The mem­ 
bers are angry over a recent 
award which increased their 
pay by an average of $5.60 to 
$8.40 a v/eek. 
In making the award, there 


was a suggestion that the teach­ 
ing profession allows a teacher 
to earn money in his or her 
spare time. 
The 
association wants the 
government to set upacom m is­ 
sion to examine what the teach­ 
ers claim are many deficiencies 
in 
the country's educational 
structure. 
The National Union of Teach­ 
ers — the biggest teachers*un­ 
ion — said a commission had 
already examined the educa­ 
tional structure. It intimated it 
would not go along with the no­ 
home work ban. 
The spokesman for the Na­ 
tional Association of School­ 
m asters said: 


“ We want all the existing ed­ 
ucational 
deficiencies, which 
have been concealed for two 
long, properly looked into even 
if it takes IO years.** 
This association is made up 
solely of men teachers. More 
than half the members of the 
rival union of teachers are 
women. 
The Ministry of Education 
said it was difficult to state an 
average teacher's pay because 
of the numerous classifications. 
A spokesman said it might be 
about $2,520 a year.

The propriety of those closely 
connected with the adm inistra­ 
tion disclosing their part in the 
selection of the

geles Convention has been ques­ 
tioned. I shall not comment upon 
their ethics in publicizing what 
they believed to be their part in 
the Vice-Presidential nomina­ 
tion. One of them now offers a 
different version of the Ken­ 
nedy-Johnson affiliation than he 
wrote four years earlier. 
A young man who had worked 
in the campaign occupied a room 
in my Los Angeles hotel suite. 
January 12, 1961, UPI quoted 
him regarding my activities in 
connection with the Vice-P re s­ 
idential 
nomination. Because 
the incoming 
administration 
was only getting organized, I 
felt that this publicity was un­ 
fortunate and could result in 
dissension, and I made a state­ 
ment to discourage further dis­ 
cussion of his story. 
In reading the “ insider's re ­ 
ports” it was apparent they 
had “ come into the act” many 
hours after an agreement had 
been made between Kennedy 
and Johnson and had only par­ 
ticipated in the light sparring 
and window dressing between 
the time of the decision and the 
implementation of the agree­ 
ment.

WASHINGTON — The Army’s 
Walter Reed Hospital, where 
wounded GIS from Viet Nam get 
their plastic

turesque complex of buildings, 
shrubbery and fountains.

are park-like, the 
grass trim, the 
atmosphere 
serene. 
On warm days, soldiers in 
blue pajamas lounge on the 
benches, and birds nestle in 
the Maple and Oak trees lining 
the paths. The marble steps at 
the main entrance are fit for a 
president, and indeed presi­ 
dents come here for their hos­ 
pital care. The lobby is daz- 
sling white. 
But 
behind the

front, there are drab halls, low- 
hanging water pipes and dingy 
rooms that reek of alcohol. 
There are only one shower and 
four wash basins for all the men 
in the ward. Dirty uniforms 
have been tossed in a bin IO 
feet from the basins.

CRIES IN THE NIGHT 
The patients say there is only 
one nurse and one orderly on 
duty during the night. They tell 
how a man, suffering from a 
stroke, struggled out of bed to 
call 
the nurse after being 
awakened by the cries of a 
fellow patient. 
The orderly was asleep, the 
nurse doing paperwork in her 
office. She heard nothing. 
As you leave, you 
wonder 
about a sign on the door: “ Air 
conditioned. Please do not leave 
open.” For the room is un­ 
bearably warm. 
Downstairs 
in the officer’s 
quarters. 
The ward is parti­ 
tioned into sem i-private rooms. 
The toilet facilities are 
ade­ 
quate and clean. The air is 
comfortably cool. You learn that 
the cool air from the officers* 
quarters is supposed to he chan­ 


neled into the enlisted men’s 
wards. But the chill is lost 
somewhere en route. 
Back outside, you wonder why 
so much money is spent keeping 
the outside freshly painted when 
the wards look as if they hadn’t 
seen paint in years. 
You drive along curving roads 
to the gate, and a guard salutes 
sm artly. But as you pull away, 
your mind is back in the dismal 
wards with the neglected heroes 
of the Viet Nam war.

WASHINGTON - Edward Owen 
W atkins, a frequently paroled 
arm ed robber who is known as 
“ woman 
crazvM 
and 
is 
alledgedly responsible 
for a 
strin g of Ohio bank robberies, 
has been added to the FBPs 
list of TEN MOST WANTED 
FUGITIVES. 
He is reportedly 
being aided in his flight by a 
young strip tease dancer who 
is wanted for aiding and abet­ 
ting in connection with a bank 
robbery. 


During a 4 1/2-month period 
in 1965, Watkins reportedly has 
participated in a se rie s of bank 
robberies wherein loot totaling 
alm ost $103,000 was seized. 
In both the gunpoint holdups 
of the Provident Office of the 
Cuyahoga Savings A ssociation, 
Cleveland, Ohio, on July 9, 
when $45,344 was taken, and the 
$6,325 armed robbery of 
the 
Collinwood Office of the Central 
National Bank of Cleveland at 
Cleveland on June 21. Watkins 
alledgedly 
threatened 
any 
em ployees attem pting to sound 
an alarm with being used for 
“ target practice.” 
In addition, Watkins allegedly 
participated in the $4,488 holdup 
of a Cleveland bank on Feb 23; 
the $19,281 robbery 
of 
a 
Columbus, Ohio, bank on March 
19; the robbery of a Lakewood, 
Ohio, bank on April 16 when 
$17,759 was taken; and 
the 
$9,613 holdup of a Lakewood, 
Ohio, bank on May 26. 
Two individuals who have been 
charged with aiding W atkins in 
sev eral of these bank robberies 
have been apprehended, one in 
Cleveland and the other in New 
v ’eans, Louisiana. 
W atkins is bel ieved to be living 
in luxurious style during his 
flight from a rre st, accompanied 
by Kathleen Marie Rosen, a tall 
and 
attractive fashion model, 
nude model and burlesque strip 
tease dancer who has utilized 
a variety of stage nam es and 
aliases. 
Rosen 
has 
been 
charged in a Federal w arrant 
Issued at Cleveland, Ohio, on 
July 13, 1965, with aiding and 
abetting in connection with the 
June 21st holdup at Cleveland. 
Watkins has been charged 
with bank robbery in Federal 
w arrants issued on July 12th 
and 13th at Cleveland, and Sep­ 
tem ber 1st at Columbus, Ohio. 
The latest reign of law lessness 
by Watkins alledgedly began 22 
days after he was paroled from 
the Ohio 
State 
Penitentiary 
w here he had been serving an 
arm ed robbery sentence. 
He 
has a 28-year crim inal record 
which began in Cleveland in 1937 
when he was arrested on 
a 
charge of robbery. 
Upon con­ 


viction, he was given a sentence 
of 10 to 
25 years which he 
served in various Ohio penal 
insitiutions. 
He was released 
on parole several tim es while 
serving this sentence and r e ­ 
turned to prison several tim es 
for violating this privilege. 
In July, 1946, while on parole 
from Ohio, he was arrested 
in 
T ennessee, 
subsequently 
convicted for highway robbery 
and given a 5- to 15-yearprison 
sentence. 
In January, 1952, 
he was again paroled. 
Three months later, in April 
1952, he and two accomplices 
robbed a Cleveland 
laundry. 
Apprehended by FBI Agents at 
Indianapolis, 
Indiana, 
while 
arm ed with two fully loaded 
pistols, Watkins was returned 
to Ohio and, upon conviciton, 
received a 10-25-year sentence 
in the Ohio State Penitentiary 
at Columbus. He was released 
on parole from this sentence 
on February 1, 1965, and less 
than a month later allegedly 
began his current crim e binge. 
Watkins is a white American 
who was reportedly born 
at 
Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, on

He is 5’ 10” 
tall, weighs 180 to 195 pounds, 
has brown eyes, black, graying 
hair, a heavy build and dark 
complexion. 
He has a small 
sc a r on his right cheek, one on

and

appendectomy scar. 
He may 
w ear glasses. 
Watkins has 
worked 
as 
a 
bookkeeper, 
typists, cook, 
clerk, door-to 
door salesm an, painter, sec­ 
retary , taxi driver, 
truck 
driver and window washer. 
He 
reportedly 
enjoys 
frequenting 
night 
clubs 
featuring 
strip 
tease p er­ 
form ers, spending lavishly on 
them , and likes gambling 
with 
dice, trequenly losing heavily. 
He is known to dress neatly 
and conservatively, to enjoy 
good food 
in expensive res­ 
taurants and to be a good cook, 
particularly fond of preparing 
pork chops with rice. Watkins 
reputedly 
drinks 
highballs, 
smokes cig arettes, likes 
air 
transportation 
and 
luxurious 
ca rs and brags about his past 
exploits. 
Watkins has allegedly been the 
ruthless ringleader in several 
bank robberies, is kndwn to have 
carried two fully loaded r e ­ 
volvers 
under 
his 
belt and 
should be considered extrem ely 
dangerous. 
Should

Watkins, a frequently paroled 
arm ed robber who is known as 
“ woman 
crazy" 
and 
is 
alledgedly responsible for a 
string of Ohio bank robberies, 
has t>een added to the FBPs 
list of TEN MOST WANTED 
FUGITIVES. 
He is reportedly 
being aided in his flight by a 
young strip tease dancer who 
is wanted for aiding and abet­ 
ting In connection with a bank 
robbery. 


During a 4 1/2-month period 
in 1965, Watkins reportedly has 
participated in a series of bank 
robberies wherein loot totaling 
alm ost $103,000 was seized. 
In both the gunpoint holdups 
of the Provident Office of the 
Cuyahoga Savings Association, 
Cleveland, 
Ohio, on July 9, 
when $45,344 was taken, and the 
$6,325 armed robbery of 
the 
Collinwood Office of the Central 
National Bank of Cleveland at 
Cleveland on June 21. Watkins 
alledgedly 
threatened 
any 
employees attempting to sound 
an alarm with being used for 
“ target practice." 
In addition, Watkins allegedly 
participated in the $4,488 holdup 
of a Cleveland bank on Feb 23; 
the $19,281 robbery 
of 
a 
Columbus, Ohio, bank on March 
19; the robbery of a Lakewood, 
Ohio, bank on April 16 when 
$17,759 was taken; and 
the 
$9,613 holdup of a Lakewood, 
Ohio, bank on May 26. 
Two individuals who have been 
charged with aiding Watkins in 
several of these bank robberies 
have been apprehended, one in 
Cleveland and the other in New 
v ’eans, Louisiana. 
Watkins is believed to be living 
in luxurious style during his 
flight from arrest, accompanied 
by Kathleen Marie Rosen, a tall 
and 
attractive fashion model, 
nude model and burlesque strip 
tease dancer who has utilized 
a variety of stage names and 
aliases. 
Rosen 
has 
been 
charged in a Federal warrant 
issued at Cleveland, Ohio, on 
July 13, 1965, with aiding and 
abetting in connection with the 
June 21st holdup at Cleveland. 
Watkins hao been charged 
with bank robbery in Federal 
w arrants issued on July 12th 
and 13th at Cleveland, and Sep­ 
tem ber 1st at Columbus, Ohio. 
The latest reign of lawlessness 
by Watkins alledgedly began 22 
days after he was paroled from 
the Ohio 
State 
Penitentiary 
where he had been serving an 
arm ed robbery sentence. 
He 
has a 28-year criminal record 
which l>egan in Cleveland in 1937 
when he was arrested on 
a 
charge of robbery. 
Upon con­ 


viction, he was given a sentence 
of IO to 25 years which he 
served in various Ohio penal 
insitiutions. 
He was released 
on parole several tim es while 
serving this sentence and r e ­ 
turned to prison several times 
for violating this privilege. 
In July, 1946, while on parole 
from Ohio, he w’as arrested 
in 
Tennessee, 
subsequently 
convicted for highway robbery 
and given a 5- to 15-year prison 
sentence. 
In January, 1952, 
he was again paroled. 
Three months later, in April 
1952, he and two accomplices 
robbed a Cleveland 
laundry. 
Apprehended by FBI Agents at 
Indianapolis, 
Indiana, 
while 
armed with two fully loaded 
pistols, Watkins was returned 
to Ohio and, upon conviciton, 
received a 10-25-year sentence 
in the Ohio State Penitentiary 
at Columbus. He was released 
on parole from this sentence 
on February I, 1965, and less 
than a month later allegedly 
began his current crime binge. 
Watkins is a white American 
who was reportedly born 
at 
Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, on 
April IO, 1919. 
He is 5’ IO" 
tall, weighs 180 to 195 pounds, 
has brown eyes, black, graying 
hair, a heavy build and dark 
complexion. 
He has a small 
sc a r on his right cheek, one on 
his right 
arm 
and 
an 
appendectomy scar. 
He may 
w ear glasses. 
Watkins has 
worked 
as 
a 
bookkeeper, 
typists, cook, clerk, door-to 
door salesman, painter, sec­ 
retary, taxi driver, 
truck 
driver and window washer. 
He 
reportedly 
enjoys 
frequenting 
night 
clubs 
featuring 
strip 
tease p er­ 
form ers, spending lavishly on 
them, and likes gambling 
with 
dice, frequent losing heavily. 
He is known to dress neatly 
and conservatively, to enjoy 
good food in expensive res­ 
taurants aud to be a good cook, 
particularly fond of preparing 
pork chops with rice. Watkins 
reputedly 
drinks 
highballs, 
smokes cigarettes, likes 
air 
transportation 
and 
luxurious 
ca rs and brags about his past 
exploits. 
Watkins has allegedly been the 
ruthless ringleader in several 
bank robberies, is known to have 
carried two fully loaded r e ­ 
volvers

belt and 
should be considered extremely 
dangerous.

: Car Prices 
Affect Cost 
; Of Living

NEW YORK — Next to higher 
food prices a hike in the price 
tag on new cars is most likely 
to spell a rising cost of living 
to most people. 
A co stlier car means more to 
many auto - conscious Ameri­ 
cans than even dearer clothing 
or higher rents. 
With 
all of these tending up­ 
ward this year, it’s a good thing 
that incomes also are expected 
to rise for a lot of people—but 
not all. 
Food prices soared in the 
spring and early sum m er. And 
now the public is watching the 
debuts of the 190?6 car models 
both for their new styling and 
their price tags. 
Many 
would-be buyers have 
expected higher prices this fall 
ever since the wage increases in 
the auto industry. 
But C hrysler, in announcing 
that most of its models this fall 
will cost more than last, says 
the increases don’t reflect high­ 
e r production 
costs. Mainly, 
says the autom aker, they result 
from inclusion in the standard 
price of a number of safety de­ 
vices previously found in the 
list of extras which the buyer 
has become accustomed to take 
into account. 
As the new models — and the 
new price lists — are unveiled, 
leaders in the auto industry are 
expressing conviction that the 
American public 
is still in a 
buying mood. They expect still 
another record sales year. Gen­ 
eral M otors predicts car sales 
will rise by another two m il­ 
lion units in the new model year. 
The car m akers may feel that 
higher prices can be made to 
stick. 
People will doubtless grum ble 


about the rising cost of living. 
They are m ore or less used to 
its going up gradually month 
after month, and react—most­ 
ly conversationally rather than 
in purse string tightening — 
only when the spurt hits every­ 
one at once, as in the case of 
rising food prices. 
In a few days the government 
will issue another of its monthly 
reports on the cost of con­ 
sum er prices. And most expect 
the index to rise again.Higher 
prices on new cars won’t show 
up 
in 
the index until later. 
The prospects for larger in­ 
comes to meet either a siz­ 
able or a gradual rise in liv­ 
ing costs spring from these fac­ 
tors: 
Employment 
is at 
a record 
high with good chances of even 
more people finding jobs 
and 
this means a higher total of 
personal income. 
For 
indi­ 
viduals, there are higher wage 
scales in many labor contracts 
this year, with some providing 
further 
increases 
next year 
also. 
Social Security paym ents have 
been increased, bringing a bit 
more each month to those over 
65. Next July m edicare will cut 
the health care bills for many 
people and thus substitute for 
a rise in spendable income. 
Dividend paym ents have risen 
this 
year 
for many stock­ 
holders. Profits have increas­ 
ed for many 
who are self- 
employed or run sm all busi­ 
ness firm s 
and the general 
expectation of a still 
more 
prosperous 
economy 
holds 
prom ise of still more 
jobs, 
still more take-hom e pay, still 
larger profits in the months 
ahead.

PASTEL UNIFORMS MAKE 
HOSPITALS LESS SCARY 
When children in a hospital are 
treated by nurses dressed in 
ordinary street clothes rather 
than their usual white uniforms 
and caps, the youngsters are 
apt to be less frightened and 
anxious. This is the finding of 
a study made by the Gaines­ 
ville (F la.) Hospital and Clinic, 
and reported in HOSPITALS, 
journal of the American Hos­ 
pital Association. 
Children from six months to 
five years, the study shows, 
“ cried less, ate better, could 
be held for physical examina­ 
tion, and seem ed more eager 
to be held” by nurses wearing 
colored 
dresses rather than 
white 
uniform s. 
School-age 
children, too, seemed more at 
ease. 
Parents w ere also enthusiastic 
about the changeover. They felt 
that nurses were “ more ap­ 
proachable” and their children 
“ more 
manageable” 
in 
the 
changed 
atomosphere. 
One 
mother explained that her child 
had such a fear of white that 
the youngster was even afraid 
to go to the superm arket where 


the clerks wear white jackets. 
This is not an uncommon re­ 
action, since children associate 
men and women in white with 
shots and medicine.

These assets may provide just 
the help her husband needs to 
become president of the Phil 10- 
pines.

At 35, Imelda M arcos retains 
the 36-23*35 m easurem ents that 
helped win her a beauty title 
and offers of moviedom m ore 
than a decade ago. She would be 
a formidable cam paigner in any 
country. In Asia, where women 
a re supposed to stay behind the 
scenes, she is a wonder. 
In a tight, three-cornered race 
for the presidency, her husband, 
Sen. Ferdinand M arcos, 48, is 
slugging toe to toe with incum ­ 
bent President Diosdado Maca- 
pagal 
while fighting off the 
flanking fire of Sen. Raul Man- 
glapus. 
Unfortunately for Macapagal 
and Manglapus, their wives a re 
no 
match for Imelda on the 
campaign trail. 
She sings at political ra llie s, 
crowns beauty queens, regally 
greets political callers and fre­ 
quently goes careening along 
rutted back-country roads in a 
small campaign bus loaded with 
her accompanying “ g irls.” 
Her husband’s campaign has 
been going full blast for 12 
months. 
How does 
she feel 
about it all? 


“ Fine, just fine. Couldn’t feel 
better. I just cam e back from 
Sam ar. We covered 52 barrios 
(villages or d istric ts).” 
Although she was born to an 
old political fam ily on the island 
of Leyte, Imelda entered poli­ 
tics som ewhat'against her will. 
She didn’t like it initially, then 
discovered it was the only way 
to keep up with her husband — 
whose energy m atches hers. 
They met in the cafeteria of 
the House of R epresentatives 
when she visited her father, 
then presiding officer. 
In the tradition of his home 
province, he sent two roses to 
Imelda that very night — one in 
full bloom and one in delicate 
bud. 
They signified the full­ 
blown love he already felt and 
the budding feeling he hoped to 
arouse in her. 
Few young women could with­ 
stand such treatm ent from a 
war hero already regarded as 
the boy wonder of Philippine 
politics. She succumbed after a 
three-week 
courtship. 
Three 
children later she rem ains the 
envy of a beauty-loving nation. 


Apart from praising her hus­ 
band, 
Imelda publicly avoids 
issues but in private conversa­ 
tion she is thoroughly inform ed. 
She is immune from attack. 
“ It would be unthinkable to 
attack a woman in the Philip­ 
pines,” adm its one seasoned 
campaigner. “ We have a na­ 
tional tradition of reverence for 
women and any candidate who 


got trapped into a thing like that 
would be finished.” 
The opposition acknowledges, 
somewhat ruefully, that there is 
little to be done about Imelda.

Affect Cost 
Of Living

NEW YORK — Next to higher 
food prices a hike in the price 
tag on new cars Is most likely 
to spell a rising cost of living 
to most people. 
A costlier car means more to 
many auto - conscious Ameri­ 
cans than even dearer clothing 
or higher rents. 
With 
all of these tending up­ 
ward this year, it’s a good thing 
that incomes also are expected 
to rise for a lot of people—but 
not all. 
Food prices soared in the 
spring and early summer. And 
now the public is watching the 
debuts of the 1906 car models 
both for their new styling and 
their price tags. 
Many would-be’ buyers have 
expected higher prices this fall 
ever since the wage increases in 
the auto industry. 
But Chrysler, in announcing 
that most of its models this fall 
will cost more than last, says 
the increases don’t reflect high­ 
er production 
costs. Mainly, 
says the automaker, they result 
from inclusion in the standard 
price of a number of safety de­ 
vices previously found in the 
list oi extras which the buyer 
has become accustomed to take 
into account. 
As the new models — and the 
new price lists - - are unveiled, 
leaders in the auto industry are 
expressing conviction that the 
American public 
is still in a 
buying mood. They expect still 
another record sales year. Gen­ 
eral Motors predicts car sales 
will rise by another two mil­ 
lion units in the new model year. 
The car makers may feel that 
higher prices ca:, be made to 
stick. 
People will doubtless grumble 


about the rising cost of living. 
They are more or less used to 
its going up gradually month 
after month, and r e a c t-m o s t- 
ly conversationally rather than 
in purse string tightening — 
only when the spurt hits every­ 
one at once, as in the case of 
rising foo l prices. 
In a few days the government 
will issue another oi its monthly 
reports on the cost of con­ 
sum er prices. And most expect 
tile index to rise again.Higher

"Now you know why we have 
fought so hard to save our foxes 
in Missouri.” 
Gingery is one of the reasons 
Missouri has never had a boun­ 
ty law in his time. 
Judge Haysler Pogue of Clin­ 
ton, Mo., and Gingery organized 
the Missouri State Fox Hunters 
Association in 1934. Gingery 
was secretary-treasurer until a 
few years ago. 
The Red Ranger, a magazine 
devoted 
to 
fox 
hunting and 
hounds, was published by Gin­ 
gery from 1912 until he sold it 
in May, 1994. It is now printed 
in Licking, Mo. During his 
editorship Gingery fought boun­ 
ty laws on foxes in all states 
and promoted the sport of fox 
hunting. For many years the 
magazine 
was 
published 
in 
Rushville. 
For 3 0 years he published the 
American Fox Hound Breeders 
Stud Book. He wrote two books, 
"Dogs and Hounds” and "Forty 
Years with My Dogs." He is co­ 
author of "American Sporting 
Dogs." He has written a new 
book about hunting and "many 
other things” which will be out 
next month. Its title is "The 
Other Side of the Coin." 
Twelve years ago Gingery's 
doctor made him quit hunting 
because of high blood pressure. 
He says it was a sad day when 
he had to let his last 15 hounds 
go after having kept 40 to 60 of 
them 
during 
more 
than 40 
years. 
Many hunters named their 
sons for Gingery. Recently he 
attended the fox hunters' bench 
show at Dearborn, Mo., and in­ 
troduced the judge, Emmett B. 
Adams. Adams' son, Charles 
Lew Adams, was named for 
Gingery. 
Many honors have come to 
Gingery. Above his desk is a 
plaque awarded April 29, 1957, 
at 
Marshfield, 
Mo., by the 
Heart of the Ozarks Fox and 
Wolf Hunters Association. & 
n a m e s him "All-American 
Sportsman." 
Gingery keeps busy. Many 
fox hunters come to visit him. 
As he sits at his desk pounding 
an ancient typewriter, he looks 
25 years younger than his 85. 
He still writes about the sport 
he loves best. 
The formula for fox hunting, 
American style, is the same as 
it was 100 years ago, Gingery 
says. "You go out in the woods 
with a pack of hounds, select 
a hunting site and build a big 
fire. Then you turn the hounds 
loose and wait for them to pick 
up a trail. All you have to do 
is listen to the voices of the 
hounds as the chase progresses. 
It is the prettiest music in the 
world." 
Usually the hunting is done 
at night. 
Television and other forms of 
entertainment have made in­ 
roads on fox hunting. Deer are 
plentiful in all states and deer 
hunting has interfered with fox 
hunting. 
"Fox hunting is uphill busi­ 
ness now because there are so 
many paved roads,” Gingery 
says. "F ast automobiles kill a 
lot of the foxes. 
"There will always be some 
people who will keep hounds 
and run foxes, if they can find 
enough room to do so. I hope 
that the sport, for the good of 
all, will not disappear."

Gingery is one of the reasons 
Missouri has never had a boun­ 
ty law in his time. 
Judge Haysler Pogue of Clin­ 
ton, Mo., and Gingery organized 
the Missouri State Fox Hunters 
Association In 1934. Gingery 
was sec retary-treasurer until a 
few years ago. 
Tile Red Ranger, a magazine 
devoted 
to 
fox 
hunting and 
hounds, was published by Gin­ 
gery from 1912 until he sold it 
in May, 1964. It is now printed 
in Licking, Mo. During his 
editorship Gingery fought boun­ 
ty laws on foxes in all states 
and promoted the sport of fox 
hunting. For many years the 
magazine 
was 
published 
in 
Rushville. 
For 3 0 years he published the 
American Fox Hound Breeders 
Stud Book. He wrote two books, 
"Dogs and Hounds" and "Forty 
Years with My Dogs." He is co­ 
author of "American Sporting 
Dogs." He has written a new 
book about hunting and "many 
other things" which will be out 
next month. Its title is "The 
Other Side of the Coin." 
Twelve years ago Gingery's 
doctor made him quit hunting 
because of high blood pressure. 
He says it was a sad day when 
he had to let his last 16 hounds 
go after having kept 40 to CO of 
them 
during 
more 
than 40 
years. 
Many hunters named their 
sons for Gingery. Recently he 
attended the fox hunters’ bench 
show at Dearborn, Mo , and in­ 
troduced the judge, Emmett B. 
Adams. Adams' son, Charles 
Lew Adams, was named for 
Gingery. 
Many honors have come to 
Gingery. Above his desk is a 
plaque awarded April 29, 1957, 
at 
Marshfield, 
Mo., by the 
Heart of the Ozarks Fox and 
Wolf Hunters Association, ft 
n a m e s him "All-American 
Sportsman." 
Gingery keeps busy. Many 
fox hunters come to visit him. 
As he sits at his desk pounding 
an ancient typewriter, he looks 
25 years younger than his 85. 
He still writes about the sport 
he loves best. 
Hie fo rm u la for fox hunting, 
American style, is the same as 
it was IOO years ago, Gingery 
says. "You go out in the woods 
with a pack of hounds, select 
a hunting site and build a big 
fire. Then you turn the hounds 
loose and wait for them to pick 
up a trail. All you have to do 
is listen to the voices of the 
hounds as the chase progresses. 
It is Hie prettiest music in the 
world." 
Usually the hunting is done 
at night. 
Television and other forms of 
entertainment have made in­ 
roads on fox hunting. Deer are 
plentiful in all states and deer 
hunting has interfered with fox 
hunting. 
"Fox hunting is uphill busi­ 
ness now because there are so 
many paved roads," Gingery 
says. "Fast automobiles kill a 
lot of the foxes. 
"There will always be some 
people who will keep hounds 
and run foxes, if they can find 
enough room to do so. I hope 
that the sport, for the good of 
all, will not disappear.”

The Asahl Evening News, a 
Tokyo newspaper, stated In Its 
account of the bld letting, "In ­ 
tense Interest of Japanese con­ 
struction circles 
will be cen­ 
tered un American construction 
methods and the manner In 
which the job will be handled, 
observers say, for this beach­ 
head might open the way for 
more overseas companies to 
win Jobs In Japan." 
The newspaper concluded that 
Lf the Potashnlck company is 
successful In Its venture, "A 
strong possibility exists that 
foreign firms will enter the 
m ulti-storied 
building 
con­ 
struction field here, a field In 
which Japan Is said to be be­ 
hind other advanced nations.” 
The Potashnlck Company was 
awarded a $2,800,000 contract 
to build about a two-mile sec­ 
tion of an expressway between 
N ak ash Im a 
and 
Otanl 
in 
Shizuoka. The project Is part 
of an over-all Tokyo-to-Nagoya 
expressway. 
The 
newspaper 
said 
the 
Potashnlck contract m arks the 
first time a foreign company 
had won a bld for a major 
construction project In Japan. 
The evening News reported 
that because of the complex 
subcontracting system In Japan, 
It had been previously thought 
It 
would be impossible 
for 
foreign construction companies 
to gain a foothold In Japan. 


However, the newspaper also 
observed 
that the overseas 
companies may be at some 
advantage 
In Japan because 
highway construction Is highly 
mechanized, though the foreign 
concerns are unaccustomed to 
Japan's labor-management re­ 
lations. 
International bidding for the 
project was stipulated as a con­ 
dition of loans to Japan by the 
World Bank to help finance 
highway construction. 
Three American 
companies 
have submitted bids for one 
expressway Job while a West 
German company has bld on 
another, the paper said. 
lh winning the contract, the Po­ 
tashnlck Co. outbid a joint pro­ 
posal of three Japanese com­ 
panies — Fujlta, Gum! and 
Komatsu—by about $200,000. 
The project will Include a 030- 
foot bridge and one Interchange 
as well as doing considerable 
excavation. 
The Evening News quoted the 
Japan Highway Corp. as saying 
the Potashnlck 
Company Is 
capitalized at $3,300,000 and 
grosses an average of $13,300,- 
000 In business annually. 
The negotiations with subconr * 
tractors and the signing of the 
prime contract was to take 
place Sept. 11-20. 
The copy of the Japanese news 
story 
was sent to the 
M ls-t 
sourtan by Foster Eaton, editor1 
of the St. Louis Commerce, a 
Chamber of Commerce publica­ 
tion. He had received a copy 
of the story from his sister 
who Is visiting In Japan. 
Also receiving a copy of the 
story from Eaton, along with 
a letter of congratulations, was 
R. B. Potashnlck, president of 
the construction company.

Klan Gets 
Attention

The Ku 
Klux Klan Is receiving special 
attention from television now, 
probably because of a pending 
congressional Investigation of 
the secret organization. 
NBC’s Huntley-Brinkley news 
program Tuesday night wound 
up 
a 
three-part, once-over 
lightly looked at the operations 
of the cross-burning society. 
A few hours later “ CBS Re­ 
ports” devoted an hour to an 
illustrated lecture on the past, 
present and probable future of 
the 100-year-old organization 
that started as a six-member 
social club and was so strong in 
the 1920s that it hasbeen credit­ 
ed with a part in the defeat of 
presidential nominee Alfred E. 
Smith. 
Although 
narrator 
Charles 
Kuralt said It is believed that 
there are no more than 30,000 to 
50,000 active Klansmen today, 
the general tone of the program 
suggested that its influence - 
asserted by terror, harassment 
and assault 
- is widespread, 
particularly 
in 
sm aller 
Southern communities. 


Highlight of the hour were 
films of a Klan gathering. The 
costumes, masks and childish- 
sounding titles made the whole 
thing seem like a silly game 
except 
for 
rabble-rousing 
speakers 
exhorting 
their 
audiences to fight for white, 
gentile, Protestant .supremacy. 
Later, a Negro told how he had 
been tottured by a group he 
described as Klan m em bers. 
But even with the films, the 
hour crept along at snail’s pace 
and revealed nothing with which 
the average newspaper reader 
was not already fam iliar. 
CBS’ “ Rawhide,” back for a 
seventh season, keeps those do­ 
gies 
moving 
across those 
plains. This year, for a change, 
Clint 
Eastwood 
has 
been 
promoted to trail boss-andsolo 
star-and 
a 
couple 
of new 
drovers have been added to the 
cast. 
E rie Fleming, who either quit 
or was fired as trail boss after 
so many seasons, probably will 
be m issed, but nothing much 
has happened to the basic for­ 
mat of this W estern.

An example is "Father of a 
Soldier," the most publicized of 
the movies entered in the fourth 
Moscow film festlval.Sergo Za­ 
kariadze plays a grizzled peas­ 
ant who becomes lonesome for 
his son fighting at the front with 
the Red army, and sets out to 
find him. 
He blusters his way Into com- 
I>at zones, charms his way into 
the company of a regular army 
unit and proves his fighting 
mettle. 
When the old man finds his 
son, the lad has just been totally 
wounded 
in 
hand-to-hand 
fighting and dies in his father's 
arm s. 
The anti-German flavor shows 
up particularly in vividly por­ 
trayed battlefield scenes. In 
one, a German soldier brutally 
shoots 
to 
death 
a wounded 
young Red army soldier. 
Zakariadze, 
who has been 
helping the lad, goes into a tow­ 
ering rage, takes the German's 
gun away and kills him by bash­ 
ing him on the head with it. 
The audience applauded loud­ 
ly.

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GOP Can’t Win 
Without Issue 


WASHINGTON (AP) — About 
the best reason form er Presi* 
dent 
Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower 
seem s able to think of now for 
telling voters to go Republican 
next tim e is that the country 
needs a two-party system . 
But th at's not an issue, the 
usual basis on which voters 
choose between the p arties, ft's 
just 
another 
way of saying 
please help the Republican par­ 
ty stay alive. 
L ast month Eisenhower was 
asked 
specifically 
what 
he 
thought 
Republicans 
should 
make campaign issues of in 
next y e a r's elections, the first 
big test since their devastating 
defeat in 1964. 
He mentioned fiscal responsi­ 
bility, 
frugality, self-depend- 
ence, self - reliance, 
self-re­ 
spect and integrity. But he him­ 
self so far hasn't been at deep 
odds with President Johnson's 
adm inistration on any of those 
subjects. 
Tne Republican leadership in 
general hasn't been any more 
specific than Eisenhower on 
issues to wrap around the Dem­ 
ocrats* necks, except for occa­ 
sional criticism s that seem to 
melt away. 
Republicans cut them selves 
up so badly with intraparty an­ 
tagonism s in the 1964 campaign, 
and w ere so smashed in the 
election, that they haven't yet 
recovered any kind of broad 
voice to show how they differ 


from D em ocrats. 
Instead, much of their time 
has been taken up trying to heal 
last y ear's wounds and finding 
some way to save the party 
from being ruined altogether by 
splinter groups. 
They have no top leader. Usu­ 
ally a defeated presidential can­ 
didate is considered the titular 
head of his party until the next 
election when he or someone 
else c a rrie s the party flag. 
But this month Barry Gold* 
water, who led the Republicans 
to their 1964 d isa ste r, said he 
doesn't consider himself the 
party's titu lar head. And, if he 
tried to be, he'd have a lot of 
opposition. 
At this point th ere is not one 
Republican who looks like a 
sure bet even to try for the 
presidential nomination in 1968, 
although Richard M. Nixon, as 
usual between 
elections, 
is 
eyed. 
The form er vice president and 
defeated Republican presiden­ 
tial candidate of 1960 may still 
have hopes the party, which 
passed him over in 1964, will 
take a chance again on him 
three years from now. 
He has been touring Asia, 
making statem ents on world 
affairs, 
and 
suggesting how 
Johnson should be tougher in 
Viet Nam. B ut,like Eisenhower, 
he, too, seem s lacking in any 
basic criticism of the Demo­ 
crats. 


Hie only fairly consistent 
pecking and picking on Johnson 
has com e from House Republi­ 
cans, particularly from their 
leader, Rep. Gerald R . Ford of 
Michigan, but he is not getting 
much m ileage out of it. 
The House Republicans had 
tried to make an issue of the 
origin of UJS. policy — that is, 
the m ilitary involvement — in 
Viet Nam. Johnson had said he 
was following the policy of Ei­ 
senhower and President John F . 
Kennedy in prom ising and mak­ 
ing good on Am erican aid to the 
South Vietnamese. 
House Republicans tried to 
stre s s that Eisenhow er's help 
was economic, not m ilitary, but, 
just as they were stressin g it. 
Eisenhower said it was " r o t" to 
suggest a difference between 
him and Johnson on Viet Nam. 
He backed Johnson. 
F or awhile the House Republi­ 
cans obviously thought they had 
an issue on Johnson's decision 
to drop the fight to make the 
Soviet Union and 12 other na­ 
tions pay their share of the 
United N ations' peace-keeping 
costs. 
But Eisenhower backed John­ 
son on that, too. Nixon took 
pretty much the sam e position 
as Eisenhower on Viet Nam and 
the A m erican backdown in the 
United Nations. 
Johnson's handling of his con­ 
stant critic, Ford, gives a good 
insight into the P resident's po­ 
litical 
technique. 
When 
he 
knows he has wide support on a 
problem , he avoids a fight that 
would give his opponent extra 
publicity. 


Even 
Goldwater 
seem s 
muted. In 1964 he called John­ 
son 
"the phoniest individual 
who ever came around" but 
now is calling him "the most 
astute politician I have ever 


known." 
If the Republicans hope to 
stay alive, they'll have to find 
something to fight the Demo­ 
c ra ts about. They haven't yet.

But that’s not an issue, the 
usual 
basis on which voters 
choose between the parties. It’s

ty stay alive. 
Last month Eisenhower was

Republicans 
should 
make campaign issues of in 
next year’s elections, the first 
big test since their devastating 
defeat in 19G4. 
He mentioned fiscal responsi­ 
bility, 
frugality, self-depend- 
enee, self - reliance, self-re­ 
spect and integrity. But he him­ 
self so far hasn’t been at deep 
odds with President Johnson’s 
administration on any of those 
subjects. 
Tne Republican leadership in 
general hasn’t been any more 
specific than Eisenhower on 
issues to wrap around the Dem- 
o cra ts’ necks, except for occa­ 
sional criticisms that seem to 
melt away. 
Republicans cut themselves 
up so badly with intraparty an­

When I Was A Boy 


, As compiled by Ralph Gregory, Curator 
of the Mark Twain Shrine, Florida, from 
the writings of the founder of the Appeal, 
B. F. “ Pappy” Blanton, in 1919-20. A 
contemporary of Mark Twain, “ Pappy” 
Blanton wrote of the times and customs 
that were so dear to Twain, and about 
which Twain wrote so many interesting 
and humorous anecdotes. (Verbatim copy, 
with some questions and guesses as to 
missing words) 
B. F. “ Pappy” 
I Blanton 


October 3, 1919 
When I was a boy the Negro 
slaves did not have a church 
building of their own any where 
in our part of the country. In 
those days the Negroes joined 
the white folks* churches and 
were 
always made welcome 
when attending religious ser­ 
vices by their white brethren. 
A lot of seats were reserved 
in the back of the church for 
the Negroes and they would 
groan and say: "Amen” and 
“ Yes, Lord” whenever they 
felt like it; and that was pret­ 
ty often. The first and only 
church building I ever heard 
of belonging to Negroes was 
at 
Glasgow 
about 
1854, I 
think. 
The 
white Methodists 
built a new and 
handsome 
church building for that day, 
and gave their old house to the 
Negro brethren, who held some 
of the most wonderful meet­ 
ings I ever heard; for you could 
hear them shout and sing, al­ 
most a mile. They were 
the 
happiest people I ever saw. 
When I was a boy many things 
were done that are not so much 
in vogue now. One was the 
Methodist class meetings that 
were a regular thing in my 
neighborhood, it being the only 
church within five or six miles. 
At these class meetings it was 
expected that all present, that 
is all the membership, wquld 
tell what the Lord had done for 
them, and how they felt, ft was 
told that when the leader asked 
an old black brother the ques­ 
tion it was hard for Uncle 
Moss to make the right answer 
and he had been doing some­ 
thing that caused his conscience 
to hurt him, so he stood up and 
said: “ Please, sir, I feels dis 
like the dam son of a gun what 
I is.** Uncle Moss was never 
called on again. 
When I was a boy, the home 
of the celebrated scout and 
Indian fighter, Kit Carson, was 
at the village of Boonsboro, 
in Howard county. That is, it 
had been his home before he 
left and became famous. At 
this place there had been a lot 
of Chestnut trees put out and 
they grew and flourished as 
well as they would have done 
in old Virginia or anywhere 
else. It was at this place Car­ 
son sent his pretty half breed 
daughter, Adeline to be edu­ 
cated. I remember well her 
girl companion, Lizzie Amick, 
with whom she attended school 
at Rock Springs. Lizzie grew 
up and married a man aamed 
Calvin, while Adeline was taken 
west by her father, m arried 
and died in California, ft be­ 
gins to look as if everyone 
is dead now that I knew when 
I was a boy. 
When I was a boy almost 
all the dwelling houses in the 
country were log houses. Many 
of them had but one room and 
a kitchen; some had two good 
sized rooms, while some were 
two story houses and weather 
boarded, but the fram e houses 
were few and far between. Once 
in a day*s travel you might see 
a small brick house. At every 
house the cooking was done in 


a great wide fire place, 
and 
about all the cooking utensils 
any one owned was a coffee 
pot, a skillet in which to bake 
bread, a pot to boil meat in, a 
pie pan or two and a big kettle 
in which to boil water to do the 
family washing. Yes, there was 
a cake pan, too, and the 
old 
fashioned pound cake was much 
better than our modern cakes. 
People 
were 
happy and con­ 
tented then. 
When I was a boy, most of the 
boys and girls got their educa­ 
tion in the little old log cabins 
that could be found in all school 
districts, and it was a very 
rare thing that a boy or girl 
ever had the chance to go to 
college. Only one girl that lean 
rem em ber ever got to go to 
college and that was a young 
Aunt of mine about 17 years 
old. She was sent to the col­ 
lege at Fayette, and on 
her 
occasional 
visits home was 
made more over than is made 
over a girl just returned from 
Europe now. I hardly think the 
colleges away back there were 
any better if quite as good as 
the average High School in any 
town is now. Away back there 
in the Country we never heard 
of a High School, and it is a 
wonder to me now that I ever 
learned to write all this stuff 
about things that happened when 
I was a boy.

A brosyj, violent band of thun­ 
derstorms swept across Okla­ 
homa, central and eastern Kan­ 
sas and northern sections of 
Missouri late Monday with an 
assortment of tornadoes, high 
winds and large amounts of 
rain. 
Property damage was exten­ 
sive, cities were temporarily 
without power and f l o o d i n g 
streams forced evacuation of 
some lowland areas with the 
runoff likely to affect other sec­ 
tions today. Two people suf­ 
fered minor injuries at Wichita 
and two in Kansas City when 
trailer homes overturned in the 
high winds. 
Up to eight inches of rain was 
recorded in widely scattered 
sections of the three-state area 
as the storms descended on 
Strong City in western Okla­ 


homa and began a rapid move­ 
ment east and north. 
Winds reached hurricane ve­ 
locities of 80 to 90 miles per 
hour near Blackwell, Okla.,and 
in the Abilene and Wichita, 
Kan., areas. 
Tornadoes were reported at 
Strong City, El Reno, Yukon, 
Piedmont, 
Agra, 
Drumright 
and Cushing, Okla.; Wichita, 
Williamsburg, and B e n t o n , 
Kan., and St. Joseph, Bethany, 
Alma, Marshall,andKirksville, 
Mo. 
Several families were evacu­ 
ated from 
Mountain 
View, 
Okla., as the Washita River 
went out of its banks following 
a five-inch rain. 
Flash flood warnings were 
issued for portions of Osage, 
Tulsa, Washington and Nowata 
counties in Oklahoma and other 


areas in the northeastern sec­ 
tion of the state. 
An additional three inches of 
snow fell in Laramie, Wyo., 
where more than a foot was al­ 
ready on the ground. 
An inch of snow also fell at 
Denver and in Craig, Colo. 
The Weather Bureau warned 
residents of south central and 
southeast Iowa that streams in 
the area will rise, althougn it 
was not known how extensive 
flooding might be. 
The lowland community 
of 
Smithville, Mo., heavily dam­ 
aged by flood in July, braced 
for more high water from the 
Little Platte. 
The Kansas City area had 
nearly three inches of rain in a 
24-hour period then was struck 
shortly before midnight by tor­ 
nado-like winds that plunged 
large sections of the city into 
darkness. Power lines in nearly 
every city in populous, subur­ 
ban Johnson County, Kan.,were' 
down. 
At Wichita, two houses were 
destroyed and a dozen planes at 


the Cessna Aircraft plant were 
damaged.

When I was a boy the Negro 
slaves did not have a church 
building of their own an) where 
in our part of the country. In 
those days the N egroes joined 
the white folks* churches and 
were 
always made welcome 
when attending religious se r­ 
vices by their white brethren. 
A lot of seats were reserved 
in the back of the church for 
the N egroes and they would 
groan and say: "Amen** and 
“ Yes, Lord** whenever they 
felt like it; and that was pret­ 
ty often. Tile first and only 
church building I ever heard 
of belonging to N egroes was 
at 
Glasgow 
about 
1854, I 
think. 
The 
white M ethodists 
built a new and 
handsome 
church building for that day, 
and gave their old house to the 
Negro brethren, who held some 
of the most wonderful m eet­ 
ings le v e r heard; for you could 
hear them shout and sing, al­ 
most a mile. They w ere 
the 
happiest people 
I ever saw. 
When I was a boy many things 
were done that a re not so much 
in vogue now. 
One was the 
Methodist class m eetings that 
w ere a 
regular thing in my 
neighborhood, it being the only 
church within five or six m iles. 
At these class m eetings it was 
expected that all present, that 
is all the m em bership, would 
tell what the Lord had done for 
them, and how they felt. It was 
told that when the leader asked 
an old black brother the ques­ 
tion it was hard for Uncle 
Moss to make the right answer 
and he had been doing som e­ 
thing that caused his conscience 
to hurt him, so he stood up and 
said: “ Please, sir, I feels dis 
like the dam son of a gun what 
I is.** Uncle M oss was never 
called on again. 
When I was a boy, the home 
of the celebrated scout and 
Indian fighter, Kit C arson, was 
at the village of Boonsboro, 
in Howard county. That is, it 
had been his home before he 
left and becam e famous. At 
this place there had been a lot 
of Chestnut tre e s put out and 
they grew and flourished as 
well as they would have done 
in old Virginia or anywhere 
else. It was at this place C ar­ 
son sent his pretty half breed 
daughter, Adeline to be edu­ 
cated. I rem em ber well her 
girl companion, L izzie Amick, 
with whom she attended school 
at Rock Springs. L izzie grew 
up and m arried a man lam ed 
Calvin, while Adeline was taken 
west by her father, m arried 
and died in C alifornia. It be­ 
gins to look a s if everyone 
is dead now that I knew when 
I was a boy. 
When 
I was a boy alm ost 
all the dwelling houses in the 
country were log houses. Many 
of them had but one room and 
a kitchen; some had two good 
sized rooms, while some were 
two story houses and weather 
boarded, but the fram e houses 
were few and far between. Once 
in a day*s travel you might see 
a small brick house. At every 
house the cooking was done in 


a great wide fire place, 
and 
about all the cooking utensils 
any one owned was a coffee 
pot, a skillet in which to lake 
bread, a pot to boil meat in, a 
pie jail or two and a big kettle 
in which to boil w ater to do the 
family washing. Yes, there was 
a cake pan, too, and the 
old 
fashioned pound cake was much 
better than our modern cakes. 
People 
were 
happy and con­ 
tented then. 
When I was a boy, most of the 
boys and girls got their educa­ 
tion in the little old log cabins 
that could be found in all school 
d istricts, and it was a very 
rare thing that a boy or girl 
ever had the chance to go to 
college. Oily one girl that lean 
rem em ber ever got to go to 
college and that was a young 
Aunt of mine about 17 years 
old. She was sent to the col­ 
lege at Fayette, and on 
her 
occasional 
visits home was 
made more over than is made 
over a girl just returned from 
Europe now. I hardly think the 
colleges away back there were 
any better if quite as good as 
the average High School in any 
town is now. Away back there 
in the Country we never heard 
of a High School, and it is a 
wonder to me now that I ever 
learned to w rite all this stuff 
about things that happened when 
I was a boy.

A brojyJ, violent band of thun­ 
derstorm s swept across Okla­ 
homa, central and eastern Kan­ 
sas and northern sections of 
Missouri late Monday with an 
assortment of tornadoes, high 
winds and large amounts of 
rain. 
Property damage was exten­ 
sive, cities were temporarily 
without power andf I o q d i n g 
stream s forced evacuation of 
some lowland areas with the 
runoff likely to affect other sec­ 
tions today. Two people suf­ 
fered minor injuries at Wichita 
and two in Kansas City when 
trailer homes overturned in the 
high winds. 
Up to eight inches of rain was 
recorded in widely scattered 
sections of the three-state area 
as the storm s descended on 
Strong City in western Okla­ 


homa and began a rapid move­ 
ment east and north. 
Winds reached hurricane ve­ 
locities of 80 to 90 miles per 
hour near Blackwell, Okla.,and 
In the Abilene and Wichita, 
Kan., areas. 
Tornadoes were reported at 
Strong City, El Reno, Yukon, 
Piedmont, 
Agra, 
Drumright 
and Cushing, Okla.; Wichita, 
Williamsburg, and B e n t o n , 
Kan., and St. Joseph, Bethany, 
Alma, Marshall,and Kirksville, 
Mo. 
Several families were evacu­ 
ated 
from 
Mountain 
View, 
Okla., as the Washita River 
went out of its banks following 
a five-inch rain. 
Flash flood warnings were 
issued for portions of Osage, 
Tulsa, Washington and Nowata 
counties in Oklahoma and other 


areas in the northeastern sec­ 
tion of the state. 
An additional three inches of 
snow fell In Laramie, Wyo., 
where more than a foot was al­ 
ready on the ground. 
An inch of snow also fell at 
Denver and in Craig, Colo. 
The Weather Bureau warned 
residents of south central and 
southeast Iowa that streams in 
the area will rise, althougn it 
was not known how extensive 
flooding might be.
